Tennessee--in  Grainger  County--has  emphasized  through  its  rural 
development  program  the  raising  of  farm  income  by  establishing  new 
agricultural  enterprises,  4-H  Club  members  have  taken  the  lead  in  project 
work  in  dairy,  poultry,  and  strawberry  production.

IN  USE  IN  THE  STATES 


LEADERSHIP  DEVELOPMENT 
Kansas  - Annual  Leader  Meeting 

Exchanging  ideas  on  projects  and  activities  was  the  order  of  the  day 
when  3Z5  volunteer  leaders  and  40  Extension  agents  "camped  out"  at 
the  4-H  Club  Encampment  Building  at  the  State  Fairgrounds.  Taking 
information  back  to  other  leaders  was  emphasized.  Scholarships  were 
given  to  leaders  who  completed  10  years  of  service  at  the  end  of  the 
1959  club  year.  Stressed  were  specific  helps  for  volunteer  leaders, 
and  encouragement  to  take  these  ideas  back  to  each  county  for  other 
leaders.  County  Extension  agents  had  opportunity  to  participate  in 
a work  group  especially  for  agents  on  older  member  programs. 


West  Virginia  - 4-K  Leaders'  Conference 

"In  Cur  Hands"  was  the  theme  for  the  annual  State  Volunteer  4— H Club 
Leaders'  Conference  held  May  30-June  4.  Chief  aim  of  the  meeting 
was  to  provide  training  and  inspiration  for  about  300  local  leaders, 
enabling  them  to  conduct  their  local  clubs  and  county  4-K  camps  more 
successfully. 

Massachusetts  - Connecticut  - Interstate  Volunteer  4-H  Leaders  .Tcrum 

The  first  of  these  proposed  forums  was  held  at  the  National  4-K  Center, 
May  17-21.  A bus  load  of  4-H  leaders  from,  several  counties  in 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  participated.  Based  on  the  recommendar 
tion  of  the  National  4-H  Leadership  Development  Committee  and  this 
experience,  the  National  4-H  Poundation  now  offers  to  set  up  similar 
programs  for  any  group  of  25  or  more  adult  volunteer  4-H  leaders.

Indiana  - Foresters  Judge  Exhibits 

The  forestry  extension  staff  considers  that  judging  exhibits  serves  as 
a barometer  of  4-H  projects  in  forestry  and  wildlife.  Score  cards  'were 
used  and  these  were  attached  to  the  10,148  exhibits  scored  and  graded 
at  the  66  fairs  in  1959.  Extension  Forester  F.  T.  Miller  tried  a new 
approach  as  a followup  to  this  work.  He  prepared  a mimeographed 
sheet  of  common  errors  noted  in  the  4-H  forestry  and  wildlife  exhibits 
and  distributed  the  list  to  all  extension  agents  in  his  district.

Illinois  - People -to-People 

A 4-H  Club  in  Knox  County  had  an  interesting  4-H  friendship  exchange 
by  mail  with  Okinawa.  Knox  countians  sent  a subscription  to  4-H  NEWS, 
a.  4-H  Supply  Catalog,  4-K  Member's  Handbook  for  clothing  and  a 
sample  skirt  made  from  the  instructions,  first  aid  leaflets,  and  a 
scrapbook  showing  members  and  axtivities.  In  turn  they  received  a 
letter  telling  a„bout  projects  with  "milking  goats,"  sugar  cane,  rice 
and  chickens  and  leamned  that  the  girls  in  Okinawa  are  enrolled  in 
agricultural  clubs.

South  Dakota  YMW  groups  participate  in  a clean  grain  program.  One 
of  their  methods  is  a clean  grain  panel  contest.  The  various  groups 
receive  information  from  the  specialists  and  then  have  a panel 
discussion  on  the  topic  at  one  of  their  regular  meetings.  The  panels 
can  then  compete  in  a contest  at  South  Dakota  State  College  where  a 
local  business  offers  some  recognitions.

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F ennsylvania  - 4-H  Charm  and  Career  Day 

A program  for  older  teen-age  girls  was  planned  by  a leader-member 
committee.  The  morning  program  highlighted  "Charm  in  View" 
presented  by  a charm  school  consultant,  and  "Line  for  You"  done  by 
a McCall  home  economist.  Lunch  was  an  attractive  buffet  supple- 
mented by  the  sandwich  each  girl  brought  for  herself.  The  afternoon 
session  featured  four  recent  college  graduates  who  enthusiastically 
described  their  respective  careers  and  how  they  got  started.
